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communication means capable of capturing call data received by said switch 
processor, said call data including automatic number identification and a personal 
identmcation nmnber; 

said communication means capturing call data at front side of the call data 
received by switch processor and supplying said call data to the switching 
computer mear^Kand capable of supplying processed data jBx>m switching 
computer means to n^e switching station; 

said switching cbmputer means capable of obtaining data for at least one 
parameter related to a card In addition to said call data for the switching computer 
means to act upon in processin^all data and determining from said data from the 
front side of the call data and addiWal parameter whether the attempted call is 
placed by a caller in good standing inaccordance with parameters for the card; 

said switching computer means cabbie of disallowing completion of a 
call through the switching station if determin^ from processing of call data and 
additional parameter by (he switching computert^eans that the call is not placed 
by a caller in good standing; and 

said switching computer means capable of inteJ^pting and terminating 
said call in progress through the switch processor if said sv^ching computer 
means determines by data processing that the available accouVstatus of the card 
has been reached during the call,

described in claim 29, further coimfe a voice i^toonse device in electrical 
communication with said switch processor and said switching computer means, and 
capable of being in communication wittKat least one rembte telephone, said voice 
response device with said switching Aompm^ means prodding at least one of the 
following: to deliver a message to a qaller usmc a c^^to make a call through the 
telephone system, to prevent a cal^ j^uSing a^c grd^i^ake a call through the telephone 
system, to leave a message for at least one subsequemscaller using a card to make a call 
through the telephone system, and to permit a caller usin^ card to make a call through

32. (Amended) The telephone system of the type controllable by cards as 
described in claim 29, further co^Fmrising monitoring computer means electrically 
connected to said switching comput^means and enable of storing call data, and a data 
storage server means electrically connebted to the monitoring computer means and 
capable of access by card customers of thet^lephone system to provide current billing 
information to card customers. 



33 . (Amended) The telephone system of the type controllable by cards as 
described in claim 29, fiuther comprising a voice respon^»s^eans being capable of 
communication with said switching computer means and in cHal-up communication with 
callers to the telephone system, and capable of providing an oraK^eport of current account 
status to card users.

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35. (Amended) A telephone system of the type controllable by cards as 
describ^ in claim 29 wherein the switching station includes in addition an internal buffer 
capable orat least temporarily storing call data received by the switch processor, a 
conductor nifeans capable of providing electrical communication of all call data ifrom the 
switch processor to the buffer, and said conmiunication means captures call data 
transparent to call data transfer from the switch processor to the internal buffer. 



36. (Amended) A telephone system of the type controllable by cards as 
described in claim 35 wljerein said communication means is electrically connected to 
such conductor means. 

37. (Amended) A telephone system of the type controllable by cards as 
described in claim 29 wherein communication means includes a port in the switch 
processor. 



38. (Amended) A method d{ handling telephone calls by use of cards, 
comprising the steps of: 

providing a switching statioikincluding a switch processor for receiving 
call data from at least one source capacde of dial-up communication with said 
switch processor by use of a card and a switching computer means for processing 
call data received by said switch processor; 

capturing call data received by said s\^tch processor, said call data 
transmitted at dial-up including automatic numbl^r identification and a personal 
identification mmiber; 

delivering at least some c^tured data to said Witching computer means; 

supplying to said switch computer means at leas^one additional parameter 
related to the card to determine good standing; 

processing in the switching computer means call dat^^m relation to the 
received additional parameter data to determine if calls are placfe^ and continued 
in good standing; 
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
